Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 7, 11-15, 17, 21-25, 27, 31, 32, 34-38, 40. and 41 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments are persuasive. Specifically, Wolfe et al. and Archbold do 

not disclose or suggest generating a statistical metric relating to transcribing a recorded 
message into said transcript file and managing a transcription workload of a remote 
transcription provider as a function of the statistical metric (see Applicant's response of 
1 5 December 2008, pages 9-1 0), as required by independent claims 1,11, and 21 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
